In Defense of Oil... 


Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

As one who obtains his livelihood 
from the petroleum industry, I 
should like to attempt to clarify sev- 
eral erroneous impressions created 
by statements contained in a recent 
letter by Mr. Tom Holling, pres- 
ident of the St. Louis County Young 
Republican Club. 


The so-called “oil interests” are 
depicted in his letter as better repre- 
sented in Congress than the ordinary 
citizen, with our legislators fearing 
to offend by investigating the “fair- 
ness of the oil depletion percentage.” 


I most particularly resent the in- 
sinuation that the “oil interests,” 
presumably some sort of sinister 
monopoly, set themselves above gov- 
ernment and resist a congressional 
review of the present depletion al- 
lowance formula. 

The so-called “oil interests” ere 

actuality thousands of individ- 
als and companies whose good cit- 
izenship and interest in the national 
welfare is best evidenced by the 
contributions made by the industry 
during the several crises of recent 
memory. Each is entitled to express 
his or its viewpoint regarding pro- 
posed legislation. Any inference 
that by so doing, they seek prefer- 
ential treatment at the expense of 
the remainder of our citizens, is a 
gross injustice to members of the 
| oad and a flat distortion of the 
cts. 


All citizens accept the investi- 
gative function of Congress as es- 
sential to our democratic processes, 
and I, personally, have never heard 
of any responsible segment of the 
petroleum industry failing to co- 
operate with congressional commit- 
tees. I might remind Mr. Holling 
that the purpose of congressional 
investigations is to elicit facts upon 
which to base a conclusion regard- 
ing the need for remedial legisla- 
tion. They are not punitive in na- 
ture, and to pre dge the outcome 
vidiites the w concépt of the 
investigative function. 


Without going into the history of 
the legislation creating the present 
depletion allowance, I should like 
to point out that it was not the 
intent of Congress to exclude any 
portion of income of the oil pro- 
ducer from taxation, What was in- 
tended was to devise some equitable 
accounting method whereby a pro- 
ducer might seek to offset the great 
risks inherent in an extractive in- 
dustry by availing himself of the 
depletion allowance formula in lieu 
of depreciation. That it has not 
effected a disproportionate profit- 
taking by members of the oil indus- 
try is best exemplified by the fact 
that the net return on invested cap- 
ital in the oil industry ranks be- 
low other industries in the United 
States; such as, iron and steel, chem- 
ical production, motor vehicles, and 

manufacturing industries.

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Rescued From Committee 
Senator Knowland’s effective parliamentary 
leadership has maneuvered the Administration's 
civil rights bill from the deadening hands of 
the Senate Judiciary Committee. But civil rights 
still faces the more difficult test of the filibuster. 


The Republican leader sought to place the 
House bill directly on the Senate calendar, rath- 
er than to send it to committee. Vice President 
Nixon refused to rule on the procedure and 
called for a Senate vote. And with 34 Republi- 
cans following Senator Knowland, along with 11 
Democrats, the Senatewoted 45 to 39 to bypass 
the Judiciary Committee. The Senators from 
Missouri and Illinois all joined the majority. 


and Kefauver of Tennessee objected to detour- 
ing the committee, and Senator Morse of Ore- 
gon was their spokesman. He said the move 


would set a precedent in “parliamentary expe-” 


diency.” He contended that the proper proce: 


dure was to diseharge the bill from committee 


later if the committee did not act. 


Senator McNamara of Michigan gave the ob- 
vious reply. He stated that the Judiciary Com- 
mittee had been “considering” a similar civil 
rights bill for five and a half months and had 
not reported it, and no move had been made to 
discharge that bill from committee. 


While it is unusual for the Senate to refuse 
to refer a House bill to committee, it is not a 
complete break with precedent. In this case the 
Senate made a choice between customary pro- 
cedure and practica] results. For the results of 
leaving a civil rights measure in the hands of a 
committee headed by Senator Eastland of Mis- 
sissippi are a matter of record. 


When the custom of sending bills to commit- 
tee means that a committee can obstruct the will 
of the Senate majority, that custom grows stale. 
And so the Senate decided. 


But the most serious test for civil rights will 
come when the bill is debated. Then the 45 
Senators who voted in the first test will need to 
find 19 allies to break the anticipated Southern 
filibuster. Aside from a two thirds vote of the 
membership, the only other tactic for stopping 
filibusterers is to exhaust them by keeping the 
Senate in continuous session. 


When that test comes, Senator Knowland will 
need all the parliamentary skill and Republican 
votes he can muster. In addition the Administra- 
tion bill should haye the solid support of the 
Northern Democrats, for procedure will not be 
the issue, and civil rights will be. A strong bi- 
partisan alliance is needed to give Americans 
better protection for their civil liberties. 
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Fluoridation for the County 

Better late than never. That adage seems to 
apply perfectly to official efforts to bring the 
benefits of fluoridation to St. Louis county. 
After marking time for the better part of three 
and a half years, the County Administration at 
last gives evidence of effective support of the 
measure. The next step is to persuade the Coun- 
cil to act promptly. 

Fluoridation has been hanging fire in the 
county since December 1953 when County Water 
Co. declared it would fluoridate only when or- 
dered to do so by someone with authority to is- 
sue such an order. For some unexplained reason, 
the County Counselor's office under Supervisor 
Matthews was never able to provide an answer 
to County Water's puzzler, 

Now, however, County Counselor Kline says 
that the Council can issue such an order. County 
Health Commissioner Domke says that would be 
in the interest of improved dental health of the 
county’s thousands of youngsters. And two 
Councilmen, Chairman L. Gordon Davis and 
Maurice Abramson, have followed up with a bill 
ordering County Water to fluoridate. 

In our judgment, the Council ought to hold 
its public hearing on this measure as quickly 
as possible—certainly before the month is out. 
With the hearing out of the way the Council 
then could act one way or the other. If the de- 
cision were to order fluoridation, as more than. 
30 county municipalities have urged, then the 
children could quickly begin enjoying a benefit 
too long withheld. 


Don’t Worry About Baseball 


Would professional baseball suffer the great 
calamity its top officials predict if Congress sub- 
jects it to the same anti-trust laws that cover 
business in general and other professional sports 
in particular? At the risk of turning all the 
brew sour in the vats, we are inclined to think 
the answer is No. 

‘Not that we blame the Baseball Commissioner, 
Ford Frick, for raising as much hue and cry 
as he can. Baseball does enjoy a favored posi- 
tion now, and it certainly is in the interest of 
Mr. Frick ah his employers, the owners, to try 
to retain it. And in the absence of compelling 
proof of the need for change, it occurs to us 
that. Congress might Keep its hands off baseball 
and permit things to run as they have run. 

But if Congress must act, if it feels the na- 

interest is endangered by this one excep- 


“tion tothe anti-trust statutes, then baseball! had 


better begin planning how to live under the 
new rules. Other sports and other businesses 
live under them. 

As to the reserve clause, under which a player 
is completely under control of the club that 
owns his contract, surely there must be methods 
of adapting it to life under the anti-trust laws 
if that ever becomes necessary.

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The Remains of Court Reform 

The Illinois Senate has approved a compre. 
mise of compromises on court reform—not only 
avoiding the main issue, but also refusing to 
present it to the voters. 

The main issue is nonpolitical selection of 
judges, who would be granted tenure under a 
system similar to Missouri's. The Illinois Bar 
Association recommended that..Many politicians 
opposed it. In the midst of the argument, Gov. 
Stratton suggested one compromise, by which 
some future Legislature could present the ques- 
thun to the people by a majority vote. But the 
Senate's plan, taken from the special Arrington 
committee, requires a two-thirds vote. 

Not even expediency can justify this retreat 
from principle. Representative W. Russell Ar- 
Tington of Evanston had argued that the non- 
political court plan could not be passed in this 
session. But in accepting his idea, the Senate

And, as the report said; this revolt that other- 
wise might easily have been over in a day was 
turned into a bloodbath by the uninvited inter- 
cession of Russian troops which still maintain 
the existing government. . The cruelties of the 
Russian military and the barbarism of the secret 
police, are cited in the report time and again 
so that no one could doubt the enormity of the 
crime the Kremlin committed in Hungary. 

What will particularly irk the Kremlin is the 
finding that “imperialist” circles in the West 
had nothing to do with the revolt and neither 
did reactionary circles in Hungary. On the 
other hand, the report finds that under the Ka- 
dar regime such repressive measures have been 
inflicted upon the people that there now is 
no evidénce of any popular support for the 
government. 

The Russian delegation will have its chance 
to reply in the U.N. to this shocking report. The 
world will be waiting to hear what they can pos- 
sibly say in abatement of the terrible indictment 
the committee has returned.

Going Rate or Subsidy? 

That a borrower from the United States Gov- 
ernment should pay as much interest as does 
the Government itself seems a fair general 
proposition. If a lower rate is charged, there 
ought to be some exceedingly good reasons. 

To increase rates on Government loans to the 
rate the Government pays is the purpose of a 
bill which the Budget Bureau, fiscal right arm 
of the President's office, has submitted to Con- 
gress. The measure is being considered by the 
House Ways and Means Committee and the 
Senate Finance Committee. 

The Government is and for the past several 
years has been paying about 344 per cent for 
its money. A hike of interest on Government 
loans to this figure would most drastically af- 
fect loans for rural electrification, which now 
pay a 2 per cent rete fixed by law. Next most 
strongly affected would be college housing, 
which is paying 27% per cent. Affected to lesser 
degrees would be loans for public housing, 
which bear 314 per cent at present, and disas- 
ter emergency loans to farmers and stockmen, 
3 per cent. 

In some of these fields a case might be made 
for Government loans at a lower rate than that 
which the Government has to pay—in other 
words, an outright subsidy of the financing cost. 
But in most of these instances the purpose of 
Government intervention has been not so much 
to grant a subsidy as to make available credit 
which regular commercial channels do not 
supply. 

Rural electrification co-operatives, for exam- 
ple, have taken deserved pride in the fact that 
they repay every dollar lent them by the Gov- 
ernment, and are developed not by subsidy but 
by access to the Treasury's credit resources. If 
this is to continue to be the basis for REA, 
housing, farm and other loans then in a period 


of high interest rates these loans will have to 


earry higher rates than they do in easy-money 
years.

Prison View of Capital Punishment

Menard editor notes move in Illinois Legislature to do away 
with death penalty; says it is falling into disuse in many states 
and most of Ewurope;, officials and sociologists 
whether capital punishment is effective deterrent to murder.

The death penalty—used as a punish- 
ment and crime deterrent since Ham- 
murabi formulated his “eye for an eye” 
code of laws 2000 years before the birth 
of Christ—is on the road to extinction. 
Stricken from the books in some states, 
it has fallen into disuse in most others, 
and a world-wide trend has developed 
for its abolition. 


The number of persons in the United 
States condemned to “walk the last 
mile’ to the electric chair, gas chamber 
or hangman's noose dropped from 199 
in 1935 to 76.in 1955. 


The FBI's uniform ecrime reports 
show the decline in murders during 
the same period has been relatively 
small—from 7.1 per 100,000 population 
in 1933 to between 4.9 urban and 5 
rural in 1955. 


Illinois is following the trend toward 
abolition of the death penalty. A. bill 
introduced in the Legislature by Rep- 
resentative Robert W. McCarthy of Lin- 
coln would wipe capital punishment off 
the state’s law books. 

(The Illinois House last week passed 
by a vote of 110 to 22 a bill to abolish 
the death penalty on a six-year trial 
basis. ) 

Downstate Tllinois has shown an in- 
creasing reluctance to inflict the death 
penalty. Eight years have passed since 
the last men under sentence of death 
were received at Menard in May 1949. 
These two, sentenced for murder in the 
commission of robbery, have since been 
declared insane and have not been 
executed. 


6 States, 38 Nations End Penalty 


In the eight years since this last use 
of the death penalty in a downstate 
court, 92 men have been received here 
on murder convictions. Forty-two are 
under sentences of 25 years or less, 
which would allow release in the mini- 
mum time on a murder conviction, 
while 30 have sentences of life or terms 
of years which amount to life or more, 
with the earliest possible release only 
after serving 20 years. a si 

The shortest sentence for murder 
from a downstate court since 1949 is 
14 years, and the longest is 199 years. 


A California subcommittee studying 
capital punishment concluded the de- 
cline in the ratio of executions to mur- 
ders “may be indicative of the intreas- 
ing indisposition of courts and juries to 
inflict the death penalty.” 

Six states—Michigan, Rhode Island, 
Wisconsin, Maine, Minnesota and North 
Dakota—and 38 foreign countries have 
abolished the death penalty. The for- 
eign countries include all the Western 
democracies except ‘France. Capital 
punishment has also been abolished in 
the Soviet Union, except for political 
crimes. 

The death penalty provision for mur- 
der and other major crimes is designed 
to punish the guilty and deter others 
such crimes, Does it

Royal Commission on, Capital Punish- 
ment. Based on a statistical study of 
the deterrent theory in the United 
States and foreign and commonwealth 
countries from 1949-53, the commission 
made this finding: 


“There is no clear-cut evidence that 
abolition of capital’ punishment has led 
to an increase in the homicide rate, or 
that its «reintroduction has led to a 
fall.” 


Attorney General Frank M. Harding 
of Maine, which has been without capi- 
tal punishment since 1887, says “there 
has been no increase in capital crime” 
in his state. 


Minnesota Acted 46 Years Ago 


Gov. Orville Freeman of Minnesota, 
which dropped the death penalty 46 
years ago, says “I don’t believe it was 
a major deterrent to crime.” 


Attorney General Leslie R. Burgum 
of North Dakota believes the penalty is 
no deterrent to crime because “the man 
about to kill someone doesn't stop to 
think about the penalty.” 


Francts J. Fazzano, Assistant Attor- 
ney. General of Rhode Island, which 
dropped capital punishment in 1915, re- 
ports there has been no increase in 
the number of murders since the abol- 
ishment. 


Attorney General Stewart G. Honeck 
of Wisconsin has this to say: “Our ex- 
perience shows without the death pen- 
alty our murder rate is one of the low- 
est in the country. In states where the 
death penalty exists it is more difficult 
to convict murderers. A miscarriage

The St, Louis Little Sym- 
phony Orchestra began its 1957 
season last night in Washington 
University Quadrangle with 
Max Steindel conducting and 
Martha Deatherage, soprano, as 
the featured soloist. 


Though atmospheric condi- 
tions did not permit a fair 
appraisal of Miss Deatherage’s 
interpretive gifts, her excep- 
tional vocal ties and se- 
cure technique were still quite 
evident. In Handel’s cantata, 
“The Beautiful Shepherdess,” 
she produced a_ consistently 
beautiful tone throughout the 
range employed and managed 
her phrasing with a fluency 
that insured a supple and 
connected line. The fitful wind 
~—-which was gratefully received 
by the listeners—reduced the 
sound of some of her softer 
notes, however, an consequently 
obscured the artistic intention 
of her dynamic changes. 

The recitative and aria from 
Debussy’s “L’Enfant Prodigue” 
and Musetta’s Street Song from 
Puccini’s “La Boheme” came 
through much better. Here 
again the voice had depth, as 
well as brightness, and a 
remarkable evenness of scale. 
Her enunciation could be 
improved. It was hard to tell 
what language she was using, 
though it is possible that this 
too may have been the result of 
special conditions. 

The most interesting parts of 
the orchestral program were the 
Concerto Grosso for Strings 
and Piano by Ernest Bloch and 
Samuel Barber’s Adagio for 
Strings. The opening prelude 
and the closing Bloch opus were 
particuarly effective because of 
their incisive lines. Dorothy 
Ziegler’s strong and elean-cut 
work at the piano provided the 
solid core for the whole per- 
formance.

In a telegram to Gov. Blair, 
the President said: “The dis- 
tress which residents of your 
state have suffered because of 
the severe weather conditions 
during the past month causes 
me deep concern, and I am 
hopeful that their situation may 
rapidly improve.” 

The White House statement 
said that Mr. Eisenhower was 
amending his May 22 declara- 
tion, which designated tornado- 
stricken areas of Missouri as 
major disaster areas, to in- 
clude “damage in St. Louis 
and east-central Missouri vi- 
cinities caused by June 14-15 
heavy rains and _ resultant 
floods.” 

In a separate declaration, Mr. 
Eisenhower declared “flooded 
areas of southwestern [Illinois 
as a major disaster area,” pur- 
suant to. the request of Gov. 
Stratton. 

Stratton pointed out, in his 
request for federal aid, that St. 
Clair county had been resur- 
veyed by civil defense officials, 
who said it could be declared a 
disaster area and made eligible 
for federal assistance. 

In notifying Stratton of the 
designation for East Side areas, 
the President declared: “I am 
deeply concerned with the hard- 
ship and suffering caused by 
the people of your state by 
these floods.” 

Under the two disaster desig- 
nations, flooded parts of the 
St. Louis area will receive 
funds from the President's $25,- 
000,000 disaster relief fund. The 
money can be used for emer-

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EARTH SATELLITE 
RADIO FREQUENCY 
KEPT FROM HAMS 


BLOSSOM POINT, Md., June 
22 (AP)—Although radio ama- 
teurs will be able to tune in 
the earth satellite when it goes 
aloft, they won't know all its 
secrets. 

The satellite will broadcast a 
continuous signal on 108 mega- 
cycles for tracking purposes, 
but the Navy is not releasing 
the frequency it will use in ob- 
taining information from the 
satellite at specific intervals. 

The main reason for secrecy 
is to prevent amateur radio en- 
thusiasts from turning on 
equipment in the baby moon 
and running down its batteries. 

J. T. Mengel, Naval Research 
Laboratory engineer, explains 
that in order to conserve on 
battery power the radio trans- 
mitting equipment inside the 
20-inch, 2l-pound sphere will 
be set to turn on at a com- 
mand signal as it passes over 
each of 10 “minitrack” track- 
ing stations.

FARGO, N.D., June 22 (AP)— 
A survey shows 1464 homes 
were destroyed or damaged in 
the tornado which killed 10 and 
injured more than 80 in a Fargo 
residential area Thursday night. 

While the battered city still 
searched debris today for more 
possible victims, a Red Cross 
study disclosed 329 houses were 
leveled and 1135 others dam- 
aged, 202 of them to a major 
degree. 

Unofficial estimates put 
losses at upwards of $10,000,000. 

About 50 of the injured still 
were in hospitals. Among those 
in critical condition was Mrs. 
Don Titgen, who was found late 
yesterday in the rubble of their 
home where her husband’s body 
had been recovered earlier. 

The Red Cross reported three 
churches and three schools de- 
stroyed, with two other churches 
severely damaged. Fifteen busi- 
ness places, mostly neighbor- 
hood shops, were wiped out and 
30 others had major damage. 
The tornado wrecked 200 auto- 
mobiles and damaged another 
300. 

More than 1500 storm vic- 
tims were being fed from mo- 
bile kitchens. They were being 
housed in dormitories of North 
Dakota Agricultural College, 
near where the storm hit 
hardest. 

“More terrible than anyone 
can imagine without seeing it,” 
commented Gov. John Davis 
after a tour of the stricken area 
yesterday. He said the more 
than 200 National Guardsmen 
ordered in early today for pa- 
trol duty would remain indef- 
initely. 

Davis was to fly to Washing- 
ton, today to confer with North 
Dakota members of Congress 
on means of gaining all the 


federal aid possible for the 
smashed areas.

The sites of the 
dams would be flooded by the 
proposed 722-foot-high federal 
dam project, 

Tax Write-Offs. 

A major part of the ammuni- 
tion used by public power ad- 
vocates in the Senate debate 
was provided by the investiga- 
tion of a Senate Judiciary sub- 
committee headed by Senator 
Estes Kefauver (Dem.), Tennes- 
see, into the grant of fast tax 
write-off certificates to Idaho, 
a Maine corporation, by the Of- 
fice of Defense Mobilization.
